Florence, Fanuary ¢. The Suſpicions, that M. de 
Gages had a View of undertaking fomething by affem- 
bling his Troops in the State of Viterbo, increafe daily 
from the Steps he continues to take, which have raifed 
a Jealoufy that he may march through this State by 
Pifa, &c. to join his Troops to thofe of Don Philip on 
the Frontiers of Lombardy, and that he will advance in 
Proportion as the Spinith Troops adwance in the State 
of Genoa, Al! the Spanif} Troops are in Motion to draw 
near to Viterbo. Thofe that were quartered in Abruzzo 
fie off towards Rieti; and it is the general Opinion, 
that as foon as they are aflembled, M. de Gages will be- 
gin his Operations. The Direétor of the Artillery, who 
was at Rome, on fudéen Orders which he received, 
departed from thence igthe Night of the firft Inftant, 
to make Difpofitions for the March of the Artillery on 
the firft Notice.

Letters from General Bernclau’s Corps 
in the Upper Palatinate, bring Advice, that the General 
of the Artillery, Thungen, having battered the Town 
of Amberg for fome Diys, the Garifon, confifting of 
900 Men, had capitu'ated, and obtained an Armiftice 
of 24 Hours, in order to fend to Munich for Inftruc- 
tions. General Bernclau writes Word, that he intends, 
in a few Days, to return hither, Count Choteck, who 
is again appointed, by the Queen of Hungary, Prefident 
of the Adminiftration in the Upper Palatinate, bas ſet- 
tled Winter Quarters in the Bavarian Territories, and 
thofe of Neuburg, in that Province, for about 25,000 
Men of the Auftrian Troops.

Dublin, Fanuary 8. Laſt Sunday died, at his Houfe 
on Ufhers Quay, Richard Malone, fea, Eſq; one of the 
moft ancient and eminent Lawyers at the Bar; and a 
Gentleman of an exceeding good Charaéter, which 
makes his Death greatly lamented. This Morning bis 
Corpfe was carried out of Town to be interr’d at his 
Seat at Barronftown, in the County of Weftmeath. 

The fame Day came into our Harbour, a rich French 
Prize, laden with Wine and Brondy, taken by the Ter- 
tible Privateer of Li » where the Prize was con- 
demn’d, and fent here to difpofe of her Cargo. 

There is an Englifh Veffei broughe into the River of 
Limerick, by the King’s Burge, who elpying a Ship ia 
Diftreis, made up to ber, upon which the ſtruek tm- 
mediately. She proves to be an Eoglifh Ship that bad 
been taken by a French Min of War, who had pur one 
of his Lieutenants and twe've Men oo board, and left 
fome of the Englith Hands in her; but meeting with 
very hard Weather, and having loft ber Foremift, the 
French defired the Englith to pilot them into fome Port, 
who brought them to ‘the Mouth of Shaonoa, where 
the King’s Barge fecured them. 

By a Leiter to an eminent Merchant of this City, we 
have the following Account from Antigua, dated the 
z9th of October. By a Flag of Truce lately returned 
from Martinico, we are intormed of their deplorable 
Condition, Beet fells at 201. per Barrel, ⸗ Turkey for 
21. 2s. a Fowl for g s. Antegoa-Currency, 10 |, 
whereof is 1001.

Ster. for an indifierent Man, to employ him, 
in their Service abroad: They are ali fo buly im that 
Trade, that a good Hand can’t be procured from thence 
to Eng'and or Ireland, wader 201. for the Run; and 
tho’ they have no Trade in Martinico, they can’t fr our 
their Privateers by reafon of the great Scarcity of Pro- 
vifions, which difable them from victuuslling them for 
any L-ngth of Time,
